C R U E L T I E S NOT PR OVE D. 
Cleveland H’ain .Dealer: 
Charges 
against German armies of 
needles, 
cruelty in war have provoked a reply 
from Count Von Bernstroff, Gorman 
ambassador to the United States. 
The ambassador counters with Ber­ 
lin official reports charging that “cit­ 
izen» at Liege had fired at 
German 
troop» from windows and had sbot at 
doctor» and nurses wearing the Red 
Cross flag. Furthermore, the citizens 
mutilated wounded German soldiers.’ 
Since 
international 
conventions 
have put soldiers of all civilized na­ 
tion» upon a high code of ethics as re­ 
gards their relation 
toward 
each 
other, it fias become Increasingly com 
mon tbat In conflicts between civi­ 
lized powers such charges of cruelty 
as are now being made in the great 
war, touch upon the contact of sol 
dl«er and civilian. 
Our own operations around Vera 
Cruz resulted in the d<*ath of a num 
ber of American trops and the slaying 
of many Mexican ‘‘snipers.’’ 
Appar 
ently it is hard for a man with 
rifle in his house to resist taking a 
shot or two at the hateful invader as 
he marches past their 
very 
door. 
Such outbreaks call for harsh repres­ 
sion and American troops were 
no 
slower in extending it than the Ger 
mans appear to have been. 
It is a healthy attitude to defer be 
iief in all stories of needless 
cruelty 
b> the soldiers in this greatest war 
One feels a reasonable certainty that 
euch practices will not be 
proven 
against the English, the Germans, the 
French or the Belgians 
Not so much 
is known of the temper of the Rus­ 
sian troops, while the Ser\ians 
are 
comparatively new in the 
European 
war theater.

By 
statute of Edward III., 1349, it was 
enacted that none should give alms 
to a beggar able to work. By the com­ 
mon law beggars were to lie sustained 
by “parsons, rectors of churches and 
parishioners, ho that none should die 
for default of sustenance,” and by 
Richard 111. proprietors were obliged 
to distribute a yearly sum to the poor 
The origin of the present poor law in 
England is referred to the time of 
Elizabeth, 1601.

Youthful Ruler of Luxem burg Rebuffed 
as 8he Seeks to Block Path of Troops. 


A heroic role played by the youth­ 
ful G rand Du hcs.s M arie Adelaide, 
ruler of Luxem burg, in striving to pre­ 
vent Germ an violation of her country’s 
neutrality is revealed in Brussels in 
private dispatches from Luxemburg, 
which escaped the G erm an censors. 
As soon as the duchess received 
word th a t the G erm ans were on the

of 
invading 
Luxem burg

nied by a single lady in w aiting and, 
despite entreaties of

First Game Law. 
T he first "gam e law ” for the protec­ 
tion of wild anim als and birds was en­ 
acted in 10U8 by William the Conquer­ 
or. 
This decree of the Norman king 
w as called a forest law, but its princi­ 
pal purpose w as the preservation of 
gam e. 
Forfeiture of property 
was 
m ade the penalty for killing or dis­ 
abling any kind of wild beast, while 
the slayer of a stag, buck or bear, If 
convicted, had his eyes put o u t These 
laws, of course, applied only to the 
masses, since the royalty and nobility 
were perm itted to kill as much as they 
pleased. In fact, the principal purpose 
of the pioneer “gam e law" was to pro­ 
vide sport for the few. 
The first par­ 
liam entary game law In England was 
passed In 14'.K>.
